easiness. Away well, he was saved behind St. 
Isidore until roundiiiR tlie final turn, when he 
moved up with a rush and readily t<K>k the lead. 
When swiiiRiuR for home he had liis opisments well 
tK'iiten and at the end was only canteriiiR, to seore 
a five leiiRths victory. St. Isidore, after makiuR 
the early runniiiR, was unable to withstand the 
rush of Hromo, but had little trouble in defeatiiiR 
the others of the field. At the end he was Is'iiiR 
•'Used up and easily took second place from Hallatl, 
which closed up witli a rush at the end.

throiigli the Bowers-Huntcr Compan.v, of New York. 
Ik* will, ill all likeliliiHid, offer tlie last yearlings 
that will come to the eastern market from tlii' oiice- 
fanioiis Bi'lle Meade Stud at NastiviUe, wliicli was 
founded by the late General Wiiliani llardiiig and 
was for twenty years the home of IriHpniis, the oiil.v 
.\nieriean-lired race horse that has yet won the 
Eiisom Derliy. Mr. Banner, who formerly bred Ids 
yearlings at Edeiiwold, lioiiglit Belle Meade a eoiqiie 
of years ago with the intention of restoring it to its 
old place as a thoroiiglibn'd niirser.v. He has 
i-lianged his mind since then. Tlie stallions and 
lirihidmares, with all foals and weanlings at Belle 
Meade are to lie sold later in the year by the 
Bowers- Hunter Company. 

For inan.v years ’I'lio Comnioiicr. one of the great- 
est sons of Hanover, was the head of tlie Banner 
stud, and the Edenwold stallion, whosi* yearlings 
were most sought for iiy horsemen. Tlie Commoner 
is dead now. The last of his get were sold at Sara- 
toga last year. The youngsters Mr. Banner will

Assagai, a racer of parts wliicii 
was prevented by the injuring of a ligament in one 
of his legs from re:illy fulfilling his destiny, is a 
grandson in tlie maternal line of Tact, whose 
grandsons and grandilanghters liave won tibont 
.$300, (KKl in Great Britain, Ireland .•iiid France. He 
is a horse of striking individuality, robust and 
virile, und a uniform breeder. 

Of the seventeen youngsters by Assagai that will 
go under the hammer the first Saturday of the 
S.iratoga meeting, ten arc fillies and seven are 
colts. One of tlie colts is a bay. dam Toneli Not, 
tlie dam of Toiii'h Me, Notasnlga, Coinnioner’s 'J’oiieh 
and Great Britain, lie the long-distam-e chaiupion 
of Canada for two years. This is a youngster of 
splendid size and goo<l proiHirtions. A coit, dam 
Nevada, is a lialf-lirother of tlie winners I'oniino- 
dore and Coinnionada; another, dam Luckless, is a 
liiilf-brother of Friendless, one of tlie fastest two- 
year-olds that rai-ed last year and, in addition to 
these, there nrv lialf- brothers of Ben Hodder, Ar- 
gument and Ivunetto. 

Offspring of Assagai Unusually Virile. 

Assagai is what the breeding exis'rts call a pure 
dominant, tliat is to say, lie lireeds to one color. 
His fillies, like bis isilts, are Iniys. And a horse 
that so marks Ids olfspring is iH'lieved to Is- un- 
usually virile. Among the eleven ba.v fillies an- 
.-I half-sister of Ed Roche, a lialf-sister of General 
Neville, a daughter of Haw'kslight. she ;i half-sister 
of Liieky Lass, the dam of August Belmont’s lirilli- 
ant two-year-old Lncnilite; a iialf-sister of Miss 
Gayle and Dimity, and a lialf-sister of leiele aud 
Antiseiitie. 

Otlier stallions th:it will be represented in the 
sale are Vnlcaiii, a brilliant young son of Rock 
Sand, Mr. Belmont is iieudlining at his Nursery 
Stud in Kenlnck.v; Ballot, sire of Tieket, Ballad, 
Ball.v and Midway; Trap Rock, sire of Daihl.v’s 
('lioiis' and Liienllite; Sain, sire of J:i<k Atkin aud 
Noalon; Dr. Boots aud Duke of Ormonde.
